| successful sires. 
FEMALE LINE 


BLESS ME traces in tail female line to *Macaroon, one of the foundation mares of Mr. 
E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Stud, thence back to a mare by Matchem of a family which has 
produced for Mr. Bradley such stakes winning mares as Batter Cake, Baba Kenny, Bee 
Mac, Beanie M and Betty Beall. *“Macaroon’s daughter, Batter Cake, won the Cincinnati 
| Trophy at two and was half-sister to Betty Beall, who is the dam of Baba Kenny and Beanie 
| M, both of whom won the Matron and other stakes. (Baba Kenny also is the dam of Bee 
| Mac). Batter Cake’s daughter, Breakfast Bell, by Black Toney (half-sister to several stakes 
| winners), was a consistent performer in four years of racing, winning stakes at Saratoga | 
' and Belmont Park, and then producing Buginarug. Buginarug, due to an injured hip raced 
| only at three and fr om six starts won three and was twice third racing against the best of her 
| age in the°East. Her first foal was BLESS ME. She has since produced the winner Bit of 
Sugar, and this year’s outstanding 3-year-old, By Jimminy, winner of the Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes, the Shevlin, Dwyer, Travers and the American Derby, setting a new record for the 
race. Thus to *Sickle, Buginarug produced Bless Me and to *Sickle’s full brother, *Phara- | 
mond II, she produced By Jimminy. It will be noted that Buginarug has two close crosses 
to Black Toney, one of the greatest tributaries of the rich source of Domino blood in this 
country. She is by a grandson of Black Toney out of a daughter of Black Toney. 


RACING PERFORMANCE 
BLESS ME, a grand individual, was a top race horse. He made six starts at two, won 
four and was placed in the other two. He won at Saratoga, at Belmont (beating First Fid- 
dle and Wait A Bit) and at Laurel (beating Vagrancy). In the Walden Stakes at Pimlico he 
was beaten only a neck by Alsab. Regarding this race the chart said: 


“Bless Me kept close to the leaders, moved up readily near last turn, came up on 
inside, was bothered slightly, recovered quickly, went to outside and finished a neck 
back of Alsab, wearing him down at every stride.” 

At three, Bless Me won the Saranac Handicap easily by four lengths, mile in 1:37. He 
won another race at Saratoga by six lengths, mile in 1:37. He won a three-quarter race at 
this age, defeating the 4-year-old Harvard Square, in 1:1125, and was second, beaten a neck 


Oe Handicap, giving the winner ten pounds, finishing ahead of Devil Diver, mile in 
73625. 


While training for the Arlington Classic Bless Me worked 1% miles at Suffolk | 

Downs in 1:49%5, his fractions for the mile being :46%, 1:0946 and 1:354%. 
At four Bless Me won the Frontier Handicap at Detroit, 14% miles, beating Bon Jour, 
Col. Teddy, Amber Light and Some Man. He won the Gen. Doolittle Handicap, carrying top 
weight, 34 in 1:1025, also won another 3% race by six lengths, giving 8 to 16 pounds to each 


of the other starters. In his entire career of 22 starts, Bless Me won ten races, was second | 
in four and third in two. |

Raced Against the Best 


BEST SELLER first demonstrated his real merit as a top race horse at three when he defeated 
Daily Trouble and others in_an overnight race at Laurel and then finished second to Market Wise in 
Pimlico’s Governor Bowie Handicap in the new track record time of 2:43!5 for a mile and five-eighths. 
BEST SELLER was three times first and four times second in his Bia starts at three. At four, he 
won the Governor's Handicap under top weight of 126 pounds, won the Equipoise Mile at Arlington 
Park in_1:36, won the Skokie Handicap at Arlington Park under 120 pounds, mile in 1:37%5, and won the 
Motor City Handicap at Detroit in new track ‘record time of 1:41 for one mile and 70 yards. He was 
second to Marriage, beaten only a nose in the Col. Alger Memorial Handicap in time that was but two- 
fifths off the track record, and in the Widener Handicap the same year he was beaten only a head by 
The Rhymer after fighting off consecutive challenges from such horses as Dit, Attention and Mioland. 
Behind him also were Our Boots, Alsab, Challedon, Market Wise, Pictor, in fact nearly all the top handi- 
cap horses of that time. Best Seller led from the st: art and as the chart notes said, held on with courage 
In the Dixie Handicap, Best Seller rushed up to challenge Attention in the stretch and tired in the last 
stages as Whirlaway, Attention, Mioland and Challedon beat him narrowly. Also at four, Best Seller 
was fourth to Attention in the Metropolitan after setting the pace and beating such horses as Rosetown, 
Boysy, Third Degree and Can't Wait. He also was second in the Clang H: indicap and third in the Haw- 
thorne Handicap. At five, Best Seller won the Churchill Downs Handicap, again won the Equipoise Mile, 
beating the best horses in the country, including Thumbs Up, *Rounders, Whirlaway, Marriage and 
others. At five he also won the Governor's Handicap for the second time, and he was second to the 
superlative mudder, Shot Put, in the Kentucky Handicap on a muddy track. He was also second under 
top weight in the Lincoln Handicap. 

His Sire 


BLUE LARKSPUR, as the records show, was One of America’s top race horses of all time, and as a 
stallion has won an enduring place in breeding annals. His get have won approximately $1,250,000. <A 
number of the top horses of the past decade have been his sons or daughters or grandsons and grand- 
daughters. His daughters are among the most valuable and sought-after producers in the world and 
he has earned a high place on the breed's list of brood-mare sires.

BAZAAR, foaled in this country though of pure English breeding, proved herself a top filly in 
every respect, one capable of beating the best colts as well as the best of her own sex. She won the 
Hopeful by four lengths giving weight to and beating High Quest, Discovery, the Futurity winner 
Singing Wood and others, Test Stakes, and the Albany, Spalding Lowe Jenkins (beating Cavalcade 
and others) and Mount Washington Handicaps, for total earnings of $53,245. She comes of a family that

Today's Market and Tomorrow's 


EXT week at the Lexington Fall Sales, the 

country’s largest mixed auction of Thorough- 
breds, will be held at Keeneland Race Course, for 
the first time under the auspices of the coopera- 
tive Breeders’ Sales Company. The new organi- 
zation takes over at a time when the bloodstock 
market is stronger than ever before. The num- 
bers to be sold are fewer than usual, chiefly be- 
cause breeders just now would rather buy. 

To a lesser degree the offerings have been re- 
duced because of a special policy adopted by the 
cooperating breeders—a policy of fixed prices be- 
low which no horses will be sold as Thorough- 
breds. This policy is not going to “ruin the mar- 
ket for cheap horses”; last week John Muth, a 
specialist in that field, told us he had more orders 
for such horses than ever before in his life. 

The market today is extremely strong. Whether 
it has reached or is nearing its peak we cannot 
tell, but to this moment the trend is still upward. 
And all kinds of Thoroughbreds, good, bad, and 
indifferent, are sharing in a market whose 
strength is uniform from top to bottom. 

This is a situation which emphasizes a funda- 
mental truth of the breeding industry. There is 
no essential difference between the factors which 
make a good market for good horses and the fac- 
tors which make a good market for cheap horses. 
The market for Thoroughbreds is all of one piece. 
We do not have situations in which good horses 
get all the purses and cheap horses are “run off 
the tracks.”” We do not have situations in which 
the price of top horses goes up and the price of 
mediocre horses goes down. In 1942, when 68 per 
cent of the Saratoga yearlings brought less than 
$1,000, the top price was $9,000. In 1944, when 
only 2 per cent of the yearlings sold at Keeneland 
brought less than $1,000, there were 53 head 
which brought more than $10,000. 

For too many years a large proportion of the 
country’s Thoroughbred breeders have harbored 
the idea that the market for cheap horses needed 
a special “protection.” A breeder in modest cir-

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cumstances, who liked horses but couldn’t afford 
to spend large sums of money buying expensive 
mares and stud seasons, was likely to reason that 
any move which gave an advantage to a good 
horse (as, for instance, reducing the number of 
claiming races) was going to provide the wealth- 
ier breeders with an advantage, and hence make 
a disadvantage for the breeder in modest circum- 
stances. It simply doesn’t work that way. The 
fortunes of Warren Wright and John Muth move 
in the same direction. 

Another thing. A few writers are trying again 
to sell breeders the idea that there is going to 
be a “shortage of horses.” We have not seen the 
slightest evidence of it, and if enough race tracks 
are going to be built after the war to create such 
a shortage, then race tracks will be building en- 
tirely too fast. But, leaving that part of the 
argument aside, we suspect it is dangerous for 
breeders to think of their own operations in terms 
of a potential shortage. For a shortage at one 
time implies a mad rush to “catch up,” an inevi- 
table overrunning of the mark, and finally a dis- 
astrous overproduction. There is no occasion for 
the breeder deliberately to place himself at the 
mercy of trends which are no more controllable 
than an avalanche. 

Where, then, lies the best chance of a compara- 
tively stable market? (1) In a stubborn resolve 
on the part of race tracks to grade purses ac- 
cording to the class of horses; the whole market 
depends upon the market for good horses. (2) In 
a continued emphasis on non-claiming races; the 
claiming race is a leveling influence which pre- 
vents distinctions between classes and makes 
numbers of horses, rather than class differences, 
the controlling factor in the market. (3) Ina 
greater emphasis on races for fillies and mares, 
because such races provide the most important 
clues for the selection of breeding stock and hence 
reduce, to an appreciable degree, the expensive 
guesswork of breeding. 

Let the American breeder think in terms of 
class and it will not be necessary to think in terms 
of numbers.

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Hollywood Park’s 
Reopening

OLLYWOOD PARK, November’ 1.—Since 

1941 the only thing resembling a Thorough- 
bred at major southern California tracks has been 
the Seabiscuit statue at Santa Anita Park. But 
today, after several frustrated attempts to re- 
sume racing in this part of the State, Starter G. 
R. Wingfield sent the first field in three years on 
its way. A crowd of 35,000 cheered home the win- 
ner, the 2-year-old California-bred filly Gold Sa- 
lute, by *Alibhai. 

The officials of Hollywood Park did an amazing 
job of getting the track in exhibition order in so 
short a time. First, the various war boards had 
to be reassured. The War Manpower Commis- 
sion was satisfied with an agreement for a wage 
ceiling and a pledge to have women do as many 
jobs as possible. The Office of Defense Trans- 
portation announced that it would make no effort 
to stop A-ration book holders from driving to the 
track, because no check was made at theaters or 
other sports events, and that office did not intend 
to discriminate between forms of entertainment 
a person may choose. However, exits from the 
track to certain highways, which carry the bulk 
of the traffic from nearby defense plants, were 
closed at set periods in the afternoon. 

The next problem was obtaining the labor and 
materials to have the track and grounds ready for 
racing in less than a month. But the track was 
resurfaced, thousands of plants added color, new 
lakes were hollowed out in the infield, the stands 
were painted, and everything was ready for open- 
ing day. 

There are several evident changes since the 
1941 meeting at Hollywood Park. Many horse- 
men familiar to local fans before the war are 
missing. Henry Potter Russell and Charles E. 
Perkins, two of California’s most esteemed horse- 
men have passed on. Gone, too, is Bill Quigley, 
a personable racing official at California tracks. 
Oscar Otis, Turf writer for several newspapers, 
is now in the service, and his wife, Ticky Otis, 
now writes the copy. Many former jockeys are 
now riding for Uncle Sam. Austin Taylor, who 
raced his horses chiefly in California, has given 
up his racing stable for the duration. There are 
many old faces, however, and many new ones 
amongst them. 

In contrast to the station wagons used before, 
track officials were carried to and from their 
posts in open carriages driven by liveried horse- 
men. Women are employed in most of the jobs 
at the track, and several stables have women 
grooms and exercise “boys.” 

There was a new record for betting at the 
track, the total being $1,363,524, the largest 
amount ever bet on an opening day at any Cali- 
fornia track. The amount might have been even 
higher if the line in front of the windows had not 
discouraged some bettors. 

It was like old times to see Charles S. Howard 
make two trips to the winner’s circle to greet his 
winners. His *Civil Code won the $10,000 Holly-

wood Premiere Handicap, and his Trace Heart 
won the secondary feature, the $3,500 War Chest 
Handicap. 

Mr. Howard’s horse Sea Patrol gave the fans a 
thrill when he worked out between races. Four 
Percherens were dragging a harrow along the 
outside of the track on the homestretch, when Sea 
Patrol slipped through on the rail, and they de- 
cided to make a race of it. Leaving their driver 
standing empty-handed, they started out, as if 
they were in a Roman chariot race. After going 
the slowest half-mile ever made at the track, and 
being beaten about 300 lengths by Sea Patrol, 
they pulled themselves up. The fans gave them a 
good hand, told one another it was a four-way 
dead heat for second. 

There is still the glamour that is expected of a 
track named Hollywood Park, even though it is 
actually in Inglewood, and a good 15 miles from 
Hollywood. The star-gazers saw the largest num- 
ber of movie people gathered together since the 
Dewey rally. A local beauty with the impressive 
title of “Miss Goose Girl of 1944” wandered 
around the infield in her Dutch costume and 
wooden shoes, sometimes feeding the ducks and 
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geese, and sometimes rowing around in a white 
boat. 


Since the war the only racing in California has 
been at Bay Meadows. Some California owners 
have preferred not to race their stock at all, and 
others have sent portions of their stables East. 
Just before the war there was a great influx into 
California of breeding stock from the East, South 
America, and, to a smaller degree, from Australia 
and England. With “Keep Out” signs on the 
race tracks here, the get of these horses have 
been tested little or not at all. 

Considerable interest centers around Califor- 
nia’s idol, Seabiscuit. Every local paper has car- 
ried at least one photograph of the “Little Bis- 
cuits,” as they are frequently called by the press. 
Although Seabiscuit has had three crops to reach 
the races, not many of them have started. While 
there have been several winners, none has yet won 
a stakes race. Breeders are anxious to size up the 
former world’s champion money winner as a sire. 

Thus far none of the “big name” Eastern sta- 
bles has shipped West, probably because there 
have been so many false starts about racing re- 
suming in California. It seems likely that own- 
ers wanted to have the first race made official 
before they started packing. Most of the local 
owners have called their stables home, and such 
horses as Whirlabout, *Paperboy, Marriage, and 
War Knight will be seen in action before the sea- 
son closes. 


TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


HE Empire City meeting of 12 days at Ja- 
maica failed to break all New York betting 
records only because its programs were limited 
to seven races. The final day, Saturday, Novem- 
ber 4, saw the second highest total for New York 
racing, $3,541,167, shoved into the machines by 
36,512 patrons, a new world’s record for a seven- 
race card. This has been exceeded only by the 
wagering on the closing day of the Belmont Park 
fall meeting, when $3,618,848 was bet on eight 
races. A new world daily double record of $189,- 
116 was established on the closing day at Empire 
City. A single race record of $593,708 for New 
York resulted when that amount was wagered on 
the Westchester Handicap, won by Seven Hearts. 
The daily average for the final week was $2,- 
362,771, a new record for a week of seven-race 
programs. The daily average of $2,324,770 for 
the meeting broke the Jamaica record of $2,302,- 
114 for seven-race programs, set just prior to the 
Empire City session. A world’s record of $332,110 
(including the daily double) for average betting- 
per-race was also hung up. The last week of the 
Empire City meeting was the first time since the 
spring session at Belmont Park that the betting 
every day exceeded $2,000,000. 

The closing of Empire City brought the total 
for 180 days of racing during 1944 in New York 
to $388,995,250, as compared with $103,259,359 in 
1940, the first year of pari-mutuel wagering in the 
state. 

Seven Hearts was a popular winner of the 
$30,000 added Westchester Handicap on the clos- 
ing day, as the Grand Slam colt had indicated his 
fitness by accounting for the Scarsdale Handicap 
the middle of the previous week. An extreme out- 
sider won the New Rochelle Handicap at six fur- 
longs, on November 1, when Breezing Home nosed 
out Brownie. 
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The one-day United Hunts program opened the 
Victory Meeting of nine days at Belmont Park 
on Monday, November 6, with wagering of $1,- 
604,080 the first day. Betting for New York is 
expected to pass the $400,000,000-mark before 
the season closes on Nov. 15. 

The $15,000 added Temple Gwathmey Steeple- 
chase Handicap finally brought together again 
Rouge Dragon and Elkridge, the two highweights 
of the jumping division. But the winner was 
*Burma Road, (139), first in the Grand National 
Steeplechase Handicap during the fall Belmont 
Park meeting. Rouge Dragon (163) ran fourth, 
beaten about two lengths for first money, while 
Elkridge (164) made a bad landing at the thir- 
teenth fence and lost his rider at the fifteenth. 


During the first four days of the Pimlico meet- 
ing, which began on November 1, the mutuel turn- 
over averaged $824,727, with $1,067,422 passing 
into the totalizator on Saturday, November 4. 
Laurel Park closed its 50-day meeting on October 
31, with total betting of $34,860,809, a daily aver- 
age of $697,216. The sum of $843,268, second 
highest for the session, was bet on the final day, 
when Col. C. V. Whitney’s *Mahmoud colt Hindu 
Kush won the Spalding Lowe Jenkins Stakes. 

The $25,000 winner-take-all Pimlico Special was 
the highlight of Pimlico opening, as Twilight 
Tear, the first filly ever to start in the unusual 
contest, ran a sensational race to win over Devil 
Diver by six lengths and miss the track record by 
only a fifth of a second. Harford accounted for 
the Grayson Stakes, at 1% miles, also a feature of 
the first day. 


The Maryland Jockey Club split the Sagamore 
Stakes into two divisions for its running of Mon- 
day, November 6. Calumet Farm’s Bull Lea filly 
Twosy, previously third in the Arlington Lassie, 
Princess Pat, and Matron Stakes this season, 
gained her first stakes victory in the first divi- 
sion at the expense of the sharp colts War Jeep 
and Great Power, which just before the Sagamore 
had run a dead heat in the Remsen Handicap at 
Jamaica. The odds-on War Jeep lost the Saga- 
more by a nose, but finished two lengths ahead 
of his rival Great Power. 

Mrs. P. A. B. Widener’s colt Polynesian led all 
the way in the second division of the Sagamore 
Stakes for his fourth consecutive win and his 
first stakes victory. Polynesian is also the first 
stakes winner for the young Elmendorf stallion 
Unbreakable, by *Sickle. 


The daily average of $574,618 for the fifth week 
of racing at Rockingham Park was slightly higher 
than that of the preceding week, and brought the 
average for the meeting to $554,433. The sum of 
$843,879, the highest for an eight-race program, 
was bet on the week-end, which saw Pique win the 
first running of the $5,000 added Rockingham 
Park Autumn Handicap, for 3-year-olds. 


A total of $584,023, believed to be the highest 
bet on a single day of a fall meeting at Churchill 
Downs, went into the machines on November 4 to 
bring the average for the first thirteen days of 
racing at the Louisville track to $391,804. The 
game mare Traffic Court, partial to the Churchill 
Downs course, brought her stakes victories to 
four for the year in the mile of the Falls City 
Handicap for those of her sex. The racing season 
in Kentucky ends November 11. 


The half-mile Sportsman’s Park at Chicago had 
a slightly lower mutuel play for the week ending 
November 4, but the daily average of $735,201 for 
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the regular meeting of 16 days is well ahead of 
the average set last fall. Six days for war relief 
bring racing to a close for the year in Illinois on 
November 11. On the week-end of November 4, 
the $2,500 National Jockey Club Handicap, at two 
miles and 70 yards, saw the 4-year-old English- 
bred gelding *Mug’s Game, by *Easton or Pay 
Up—*Betagain II, by. Gainsborough, set a new 
track record of 3:48 in winning by six lengths 
over a slow course for his first victory of the year. 
The $3,000 National Jockey Club Welfare Fund 
Handicap, at seven furlongs, resulted in a big sur- 
prise when the filly Sand Storm, extreme outsider 
at odds of 26 to 1 and lightweight of her field, 
came from behind to score by nearly a length. 
The winner is a 3-year-old daughter of *Shifting 
Sands II—Arielway, by Ariel. 


Racing returned on November 1 to southern 
California and Hollywood Park on a high note 
after a three-year blackout. A crowd of 35,000 
welcomed the renewal of the sport by betting 
$1,363,524. A horse named Gold Salute quite 
aptly won the first race. Charles S. Howard’s 
*Civil Code led all the way in the six furlongs of 
the Premiere Handicap to earn his first stakes 
victory at the expense of *Ended.

None of the four starters in the Spalding Lowe 
Jenkins Stakes was a maiden, but all were enti- 
tled to the other allowances, bringing their weight 
down to nine pounds below scale. British Buddy, 
third in the Eastern Shore Handicap, was so con- 
fidently supported by his admirers that he went to 
the post at 65 cents to the dollar. Favored next 
by the bettors was the colt Hindu Kush, named 
for a range of mountains in Afghanistan by his 
owner, Col. C. V. Whitney, whose Thoroughbreds’ 
names have refiected his travels during the war. 
Manadru was third choice at almost 6 to 1. 

First to break, Manadru was under wraps as 
he and Chicle Clown went closely aligned into the 
backstretch. Soon Chicle Clown began to tire and 
Manadru widened his lead to three lengths. Near- 
ing the turn, British Buddy and Hindu Kush were 


‘called upon by their riders, but the odds-on favor- 


ite failed to rally. Manadru and Hindu Kush 
joined in a furious duel through the stretch, with

the Whitney colt forging to the front near the 
furlong-pole. Manadru, resisting stubbornly, lost 
by only a head in a photo-finish. Ten lengths 
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back was British Buddy, in turn five lengths be- 
fore Chicle Clown. 

Foaled April 7, 1942, at the C. V. Whitney 
farm, Lexington, Hindu Kush is the third stakes 
winner from *Mahmoud’s first crop in this coun- 
try. The others are Alabama and Jeep, the latter 
also owned by Colonel Whitney, who has *Mah- 
moud standing at his farm. He is also the third 
stakes winner produced by his stakes-winning 
dam, Frilette. Winner of his first start at Aque- 
duct in June, Hindu Kush has started ten times, 
won four races, finished third once, and has 
earned $11,495. The Spalding Lowe Jenkins was 
his first stakes victory. 

FRILETTE, won Beldame Handicap, nine foals. 
Winners, Jabot (12 wins and $42,660, including 
Selima, Kentucky Stakes, Rockingham Park Juve- 
nile, Rockingham Park Speed, San Carlos Handi- 
caps, producer), Peplum (also third in Schuyler- 
ville, Shawomet, Selima Stakes, producer), Cravat 
(stakes winner of $121,305), Equestrian (sire), 
Whiffle, Alamein, Hindu Kush (stakes, above).

Charles S. Howard, whose horses were among 
the top stakes winners in southern California be- 
fore the exigencies of war curtailed racing in that 
sector, resumed his role of leading owner with the 
re-opening of Hollywood Park. His *Civil Code, 
which is pr ‘obably the largest Thoroughbred 
(17:1%) racing in the West, ran his consecutive 
victories to four as he led all the way in the Hol- 
lywood Premiere Handicap to stand off the deter- 
mined Irish-bred *Ended and win by almost a 
length. Three lengths behind *Ended was the 3- 
year-old Appleknocker, coupled with the handicap 
star Marriage, which finished fifth behind 
Smacked. The winner was an entry with Porter’s 
Cap, which ran seventh. The bulk of the betting 
was on the two entries, with the Coward and 
Dupuy pair the shorter price.

by Golden Sun. *Goldrim’s 1941 foal, by *Mah- 
moud, was named Sabu and has won two races 
this year. Her 1942 foal, by *Kayak II, was 
named Alaska Queen, but has not started. 

Charles S. Howard has about 30 horses in three 
divisions at Hollywood Park. *Civil Code is in 
the division trained by Hurst Philpot, which raced 
at Bay Meadows. Sabu (also Porter’s Cap) is a 
member of the division shipped from New York 
and trained by J. H. Stotler. Another division is 
in the care of Trainer M. M. Millerick, including 
Alaska Queen. 

*Civil Code was unplaced in three starts at two, 
but won six races and was twice second out of ten 
starts in 1943. In all he has started 22 times, won 
ten races, finished second three times, third once, 
and has earned $21,000. His win in the Holly- 
wood Premiere was his first stakes victory and 
most impressive performance because of the way 
he handled his top assignment of 123 pounds (the 
same as Marriage). 

*GOLDRIM, raced unplaced, five named foals.

Only four horses, all older than three years, 
went to the post in the New Rochelle Handicap, 
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open to all ages. Lowest weight of the field and 
outsider in the betting at odds of 9 to 2, the 4- 
year-old Breezing Home, youngest of the starters, 
did not have as easy a race of it as his name 
would suggest, but he did succeed in beating the 
second-choice Brownie by a nose after a head-and- 
head battle through the stretch. The pacemaking 
Brownie finished five lengths before the favored 
Ariel Lad, which was almost a length ahead of 
Harvard Square. The race was between the first 
two horses from the start. 

Foaled March 6, 1940, at the Burrland Farm of 
William Ziegler, Jr., at Middleburg, Va., Breezing 
Home is a full brother to Bounding Home, winner 
of the Belmont Stakes this year; their sire, Es- 
pino, died in 1941. Unlike his brother, Breezing 
Home is a sprinter. At two he won the Great 
American and Flash Stakes, was third in the 
Cowdin Stakes. Last year, though the gelding 
won three races, he did not place in a stakes. Pre- 
viously this season he had run third to Ariel Lad 
in the Gideon Putnam Handicap. Altogether he 
has started 60 times, won eight races, finished sec- 
ond nine times, third eight times, and has earned 
$36,850. For pedigree and family particulars see 
the notes on Bounding Home in THE BLoop-HorsE 
of June 10, page 788.

The Maryland Jockey Club’s program of dis- 
tance racing began with the first stakes of the fall 
meeting offered on the opening day. Named in 
honor of the late Admiral Cary T. Grayson, the 
Grayson Stakes drew seven starters. Lord Cal- 
vert was the highweight of the field, but chief 
support went to Harford, which had run third in 
the Washington and Bryan and O’Hara Memorial 
Handicaps at the preceding Laurel Park meeting 
and had been third in the 1943 renewal of the 
Grayson. 

Jockey Arnold Kirkland put Harford under 
wraps as High Command, Lord Calvert, and Bell- 
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the-Cat alternated in making the pace. Lord Cal- 
vert moved up again on the last bend to regain 
the lead from Bell-the-Cat as he entered the final 
straight. Then Harford rushed past the leaders 
and drew out to win by a length and a half. Lord 
Calvert outlasted Bell-the-Cat by a neck, which in 
turn was a length before the second-choice Moon 
Maiden.

Bred by the late Senator Johnson N. Camden, 
Harford was foaled April 12, 1940, at the famous 
old Runnymede Farm, near Paris, Ky. When 
Senator Camden disposed of most of his Thor- 
oughbred stock at the Lexington Fall Sales of 
1940, Harford was sold as a weanling to J.- F. 
Flanagan, acting in behalf of the late Thomas 
Hitchcock, for $1,600. His dam, Norado, went to A. 
C. Ernst for $4,400, the highest price of the Cam- 
den dispersal. After Thomas Hitchcock’s death in 
1941, Harford (already named) was sold in the 
fall of that year, in the Hitchcock dispersal con- 
signment to the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation sales at Pimlico, to Col. John Hay Whit- 
ney for $2, 300. At two Harfor d raced part of the 
season in the colors of Colonel Whitney’s Mare’s 
Nest Stud, then was sold to J. B. Balding, for 
whom the gelding won a race later that year. At 
three Harford won two races, including his last 
start of the year in the New York Turf Writers 
Cup at the one-day United Hunts meeting. This 
season Harford had raced in the colors of J. R. 
Stanmeyer until acquired by Miss Ruth McClan- 
aghan at Garden State Park in July.

Any doubts about Twilight Tear’s true great- 
ness that may have affected the impressions of 
her many admirers after she ran so poorly in the 
mud of the Maryland Handicap, were pleasantly 
dispelled by her superb performance in the Pim- 
lico Special. 

First to streak out of the gate, the Bull Lea 
filly was in front by two lengths on the club house 
turn, by three lengths on the far side, by four 
lengths on the final turn, and she increased her 
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margin to six lengths as she galloped through the 
stretch with Jockey Dodson looking around for 
Devil Diver and Megogo, which finished ten 
lengths apart. When the final time of 1:56%5 for 
the distance was flashed on the infield board, it 
indicated that Twilight Tear had matched Seabis- 
cuit’s 1988 mark for the race and had missed 
equaling Riverland’s track record by only a fifth 
of a second. 

Because the Pimlico Special is not a true stakes, 
Twilight Tear’s 1944 total in that department still 
stands at eight, but she increased her wins to 14 
out of 17 starts this season. Her 1944 earnings of 
$167,555 and her total winnings of $202,165 place 
her ahead of her leading 3-year-old rival, the colt 
By Jimminy, which was retired for the year after 
winning the Lawrence Realization with seasonal 
earnings of $162,635 and total earnings of $181,- 
120. The leading 2-year-old Pavot still ranks 
ahead of Twilight Tear for monies won this sea- 
son, with $179,040, but before the Special Warren 
Wright’s filly was already the top 3-year-old 
money-winning filly of all time and was second 
only to Top Flight ($275,900) in the list of Amer- 
ican money-winning fillies or mares. Top Flight 
stands eleventh on the general list of American 
money winners, Twilight Tear now thirtieth, just 
below Crusader ($203,261). In all Twilight Tear 
has started 23 times, won 18 races, finished second 
twice, and third twice. Her pedigree and family 
notes appeared in THE BLoop-HorRsE of May 13, 
page 686. 

After the running of the Special, Henry A. 
Parr III, head of the Pimlico organization, pre- 
sented the Maryland Jockey Club Gold Cup to 
Trainer Ben Jones, acting on behalf of Warren 
Wright, owner of Calumet Farm. Mr. Jones re- 
ceived a trainer’s award of $2,500 and a personal 
trophy.

By winning the Scarsdale Handicap and then 
the Westchester Handicap in his first eastern in- 
vasion, Seven Hearts picked up $31,785 for Owner 
J. Graham Brown of Louisville, and brought his 
own 1944 winnings to $65,735. The colt’s breeder, 
Guy L. Hundley, of Danville, Ky., who probably 
at the time never expected any further recompense 
for Seven Hearts other than the $400 he brought 
as a yearling, realized a total of $1,200 in breed- 
ers’ awards from his two stakes victories in New 
York. 

Highweight of the field and about 13 to 10 in 
the betting, the son of Grand Slam took the track 
at the start and drew away in the stretch to score 
by four lengths. The 3-year-old Nelson Dunstan, 
like Seven Hearts a good money-winner at De- 
troit, forced the pace to the stretch, where he 
stopped badly. The filly Good Morning then came 
on to take the place award a half-length before 
Stymie, which outgamed Bon Jour, second choice 
and second highest-weighted of the field, by a 
length for show money. 

As the Westchester was the last big stakes of 
the year for handicap horses in New York, Seven 
Hearts will have to go to Pimlico in search of rich 
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purses until the winter season gets under way. 
Altogether he has started 31 times, won 16 races, 
finished second six times, third three times, and 
has earned $91,230. His ‘pedigree notes appeared 
in THE BLoop-HorsE of November 4, page 625.

The theory of “horses for courses” applies to 
the mare Traffic Court at Churchill Downs. Last 
spring the 6-year-old daughter of Discovery won 
four consecutive races at the Louisville track, in- 
cluding two mile stakes, the Churchill Downs and 
Kentucky Handicaps. In her long subsequent 
campaign at Chicago before returning to Ken- 

tucky, she won one race, beating Mar-Kell in the 
$25,000 added Beverly Handicap at Washington 
Park. On the Saturday prior to the Falls City 
Handicap, the mare indicated her liking for Col. 
Matt Winn’s oval by running second to Harriet 
Sue in an overnight sprint handicap. 

In the Falls City Traffic Court broke more rap- 
idly than usual, but was eased back by Jockey 
Wiltie Garner as Silvestra moved into the lead. 
Nearing the far turn, Garner decided to make his 
challenge with Traffic Court, and she went to the 
front as the field turned into the final straight 
but she was forced to a hard drive before defeat- 
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ing the fast-closing Bold Style by a head. Senti- 
ment Sake, winner of two races at the meeting for 
her Louisville owner, showed a smart effort to 
take show money, several lengths behind Bold 
Style. The winner was highweight of the field 
and 7-to-5 favorite.

HE race for the statistical distinction of being 

the leading sire of 1944 is one of the most 
hotly contested for many years. For weeks the 
Beaumont Farm horse *Pharamond II and the 
young New Jersey sire Case Ace have been run- 
ning first and second, a “nose” apart, with four or 
five others in striking distance behind them. But 
with their principal winners, respectively By Jim- 
miny and Pavot, retired for the season, they may 
easily lose their advantage during the closing 
months of the year. 

THE BLoop-HorsE’s statistics account for first 
monies only, and in most compilations are super- 
seded at the end of the year by the total-money 
figures assembled for the American Racing Man- 
ual. But the statistics compiled for the Manual 
are not available until some weeks after the end 
of the year, and the first-money figures provide 
the best available running score. Ordinarily the 
first-money totals furnish a close approximation 
of the order among the leading sires, but this 
year they may miss by a greater margin than 
usual. Both Chance Play and *Bull Dog will have 
totals this year well in advance of $300,000 when 
all monies are considered. 

Through the racing of Saturday, November 4, 
excepting returns not yet available for posting, 
the leading sires, first monies only considered, are 
as follows:

Battle of the Bugs 


Richard Meade, 17-year-old apprentice jockey 
and brother of Donald Meade, led the riders at the 
conclusion of the 50-day Laurel Park meeting 
with 37 winning mounts, four more than were 
booted in by another apprentice, Leonard Bowers. 
Kenneth Seawthorn, who lost his “bug” allowance 
after the Garden State Park meeting, where he 
paced the riders, was third at Laurel, with 31 win- 
ners. 

Apprentice Meade, who is 14 years younger 
than his brother Donald, rode his first winner at 
Tropical Park on December 21, 1943. He stands 
to lose his apprentice allowance on the same date 
in December, but is more fortunate than Leonard 
Bowers, who will become a full-fledged rider on 
November 14. 

The intense rivalry between the two boys, which 
is continuing at Pimlico, came to a head during 
the running of the fourth race at the Baltimore 
course on November 4. Meade and Bowers were 
riding Happy Lark and Kopla, both heavily 
played. Happy Lark was in front in the stretch 
as Bowers attempted to steal through on the rail 
with Kopla. Meade’s mount came over on Kopla, 
and Bowers retaliated by striking Meade with his 
whip. The stewards fined the riders $100 each.

Rosehill Guineas of nine furlongs at Rose- 
hill (Sydney) on Saturday, September 23, the 
slashing filly Tea Rose (by Mr. Standfast) added 
to her claims of winning the £5,000 A. J. C. Derby 
at Randwick next month. Favorite for the Rose- 
hill Guineas was the Derby favorite, Shannon (by 
Midstream), but he lost caste by failing to gain 
a place in a fast-run race which was a true test 
of the speed and stamina of Tea Rose. 

A fine, upstanding chestnut with plenty of 
white about her, Tea Rose is something to make 
you turn your head to have a second look. She 
ran the nine furlongs in 1:52, which is really good 
going for any grass track in Australia, and her 
form suggests she is progressing the way a genu- 
ine Derby horse should. She is trained by a for- 
mer Queenslander, A. G. Anderson, and is raced 
by Walter Devon and her trainer in partnership. 

Horses sired by Mr. Standfast are creating 
something of a sensation in this country. In Bris- 
bane a few days ago there was a sale of horses by 
a man who had been refused the right to race in 
Brisbane. One of them, a 2-year-old colt by Mr. 
Standfast from Panland, was purchased by the 
Canadian-born J. C. Bendrodt, of Sydney, for 
3,500 guineas, and 3,600 guineas was refused for 
a colt by Mr. Standfast from Spear Queen (by 
the Spearhead horse, Spearfelt). Panland is by 
Pantheon from the Magpie mare Sweet Land. A 
filly by Mr. Standfast from Gay Stepper, a sister 
to Spear Chief (holder of the two-mile record for 
Australia) was passed in at 2,350 guineas. 

Mr. Standfast is by Buchan from Cinna, winner 
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of the One Thousand Guineas and dam of the 
noted sire *Beau Pere. He left his mark in New 
Zealand before purchased for the stud in far 
away Queensland. Many offers to re-purchase 
him for New Zealand were turned aside and seem- 
ingly the horse is now unbuyable. 

Spear Chief was a fine staying race horse. It 
was he who defeated the mighty Ajax at Rose- 
hill when Ajax had built up a record of 18 runs 
without defeat. On that memorable occasion 
Ajax started at 40 to 1 on and Spear Chief at 
33 to 1 against.

*Princequillo at Ellerslie 


N the Saratoga Handicap at Belmont Park on 

August 19, Boone Hall Stable’s crack distance 
runner *Princequillo finished unplaced behind 
*Paperboy and pulled up lame. Shortly there- 
after it was decided to take him out of training 
and retire him to the stud, and this week arrange- 
ments were completed for him to begin service 
next year at Arthur B. Hancock’s Ellerslie Farm, 
Charlottesville, Va. An advertisement in this 
issue announces that his fee will be $250, with 
return for one year if mare fails to get in foal. 

The stud career of *Princequillo will be watched 
with more than ordinary interest because, up to 
now, most of the stories associated with the colt 
have been quite out of the ordinary. 

*Princequillo, foaled in Eire in 1940, by the 
great English-bred Belgian champion Prince Rose 
out of the French-bred mare Cosquilla, by the 
English Derby winner Papyrus, was bred by L. L. 
(Lawdy) Lawrence, French representative of the 
American cinema firm of Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer. 
A refugee from the European war, he was sold 
privately to Anthony Pelleteri, who began racing 
him as a 2-year-old in New York claiming races. 

On the occasion of his first victory, at Saratoga 
August 6, 1942, he was claimed for $2,500 by the 
Boone Hall Stable. This change of ownership 
introduced new countries into *Princequillo’s in- 
ternational story. Boone Hall Stable is the rac- 
ing venture of the Georgian Prince Dimitri Djord- 
jadze and his wife, a Cincinnati heiress, and is 
trained by Horacio Luro, scion of one of the most 
noted families of the Argentine Turf. During an 
extended illness of Mr. Luro, the training of 
*Princequillo was turned over to Dave Englander, 
whose career as a jockey and trainer began in the 
United States and later included notable successes 
in Argentina and France. 

For the Boone Hall Stable *Princequillo ran in 
claiming races until it dawned upon Mr. Luro that 
he had the makings of a distance star. He rede- 
signed his training scheme for the horse, and in 
the summer of 1943 was rewarded with a series of 
performances which stamped *Princequillo as one 
of the best runners at the longer distances in sev- 


eral years. The colt beat Bolingbroke and Shut 


Out in the 14-mile Saratoga Handicap, set a new 
track record of 2:56%5 in winning the 1°4-mile 
Saratoga Cup from Bolingbroke and Dark Discov- 
ery, won the two-mile Jockey Club Gold Cup at 
Belmont Park, and placed in other important 
races. At four this year he equaled the Jamaica 
track record of 2:43 in winning the 15,-mile 
Questionnaire Handicap under top weight and 
also carried top weight in winning the Merchants’ 
and Citizens’ Handicap. 

In three seasons he started 33 times, won 12 
races, was five times second, and seven times 
third, earning $96,550. 

The pedigree of *Princequillo has almost as 
many international aspects as his own career. 
His great-grandsire *Prince Palatine (by Persim- 
mon, by St. Simon), despite the fact that he was a 
“shy breeder,” stood in three countries, England, 
France, and the United States. In France, from 
a mare which was descended from the great 
American sire Lexington, he got the high-class 
Rose Prince, winner of the Cesarewitch in Eng- 
land under the colors of the American owner A. 
K. Macomber. 

In December, 1928, Dr. H. Coppez and L. 
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Niguet, well known on the Belgian Turf, went to 
an auction sale in England to buy a certain year- 
ling, and when it went for more money than Dr. 
Coppez wished to pay, they bought a weanling, 
to avoid returning home empty-handed. The colt 
they bought, for 260 guineas, was by Rose Prince 
out of Indolence. Under the name of Prince Rose 
he gained the reputation of being the best horse 
ever raced in Belgium, where he was invincible, 
and in his last race he won the French Prix du 
President de la Republique. He was one of the 
largest money winners in European racing, earn- 
ing about two and a half million francs, or ap- 
proximately $100,000. He was later the leading 
sire in Belgium, was sent to France in 1938, and 
may have been taken to Germany when France 
was overrun by the Nazi armies. 

In France Prince Rose was mated with Cos- 
quilla, whose sire, the English Papyrus, was by 
the American-bred Tracery. Cosquilla was sent 
> Ireland (or Eire) and foaled *Princequillo 
there. 


More Purchases for Mexico 


George B. McCamey, owner of Bedford Stock 
Farm near Fort Worth, Texas, has confirmed the 
sale to a syndicate of Mexican breeders of the 
stallions Sangreal and Valted and 20 other Thor- 
oughbreds, including broodmares, yearlings, and 
horses in training. 

Sangreal is an 11-year-old stakes-winning horse 
by *Sir Gallahad III out of Hayai, by Delhi, and 
is the sire of Comanche Peak and other good win- 
ners. Valted, 10 years old, is by *Teddy out of 
the noted producer Sunmelia, by *Sun Briar, and 
is the sire of several winners. 

Mr. McCamey, cutting down on his breeding 
activities because of ill health, has only a few 
mares left, along with the English-bred stallion 
*Colorado Lad, in which Reynolds Brothers have 
an interest.

Jay D. Weil Retiring 


One of the largest consignments in the Lexing- 
ton Fall Sales is that of Jay D. Weil, who is retir- 
ing as a Thoroughbred breeder after having been 
active in that field since 1917. Increasing busi- 
ness interests have caused Mr. Weil to reduce his 
breeding and racing during the last two years, 
and this year, after the sale of one of his farms, 
he announced his intention to disperse his stock. 

After the sale next week he will have only two 
broodmares left, Flying Streak and Rockabye 
Babe, both blind, and he is contemplating giving 
these to his two daughters. 

Eleven mares, seven weanling, and two year- 
lings have been catalogued for Mr. Weil’s account. 
One of the mares, Birdlea, appears likely to be 
among the highest-priced offerings of the sales, 
in view of the current demand for daughters of her 
sire, Blue Larkspur. She is in foal to the young 
“Bull Dog stallion Eternal Bull.

The Great One 


YPERION. The fame of Hyperion as a sire 

has become world-wide. He is undoubtedly 
the greatest proved stallion alive in the world 
today. As a sire of classic winners his record 
may in the future surpass that of St. Simon, 
which sired the winners of no fewer than 17 
classic races. 

In the light of this dazzling eminence it is not 
without interest to examine his background. He 
is a son of Gainsborough and the great mare 
Selene, which was a first-class race mare, and 
whose achievements at stud have made her one 
of the greatest of broodmares. In addition to 
Hyperion, she was the dam of *Sickle and *Phar- 
amond II, both highly successful sires in the 
United States, and of Hunter’s Moon, a success- 
ful sire in the Argentine. She is also the dam 
of other stakes winners, including *Moonlight 
Run, by Bobsleigh (son of Gainsborough), im- 
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ported by Neil S. MeCarthy for his stud in Cali- 
fornia. Selene was by Chaucer, a son of St. Simon 
and the celebrated mare Canterbury Pilgrim, 
winner of the Oaks and also dam of Swynford. 
Her dam was Serenissima, a fair race mare whose 
opportunities were restricted during the last war. 
As a producer she proved to be a gem, for in 
addition to Selene she bred Tranquil, winner of 
the One Thousand Guineas and St. Leger, and 
also Bosworth, narrowly beaten for the St. Leger 
and winner of the Ascot Gold Cup. 

The dam of Serenissima was the renowned pro- 
ducer Gondolette, which had been a rather cheap 
winner in her racing days. At stud, in addition 
to Serenissima, she produced Let Fly, the second- 
best colt of his year; Sansovino, winner of the 
Derby; and Ferry, winner of the One Thousand 
Guineas. 

This brief survey going back to Gondolette 
shows that each generation descending from her 
was an improvement on the previous one, both on 
the track and at stud, until the culminating point 
was reached in Hyperion. In addition to these 
great mares, Hyperion had for his other grandam 
the Oaks winner *Rosedrop and for two of his 
other great-grandams the Oaks winner Canter- 
bury Pilgrim and the stakes winner and great 
producer Galicia, dam of Bayardo, the Derby win- 
ner Lemberg, and the Derby second Kwang-Su. 
These mares formed a veritable constellation of 
great race mares and broodmares in the pedigree 
of Hyperion. 

So much for his inheritance. What about his 
performance? After being fourth in his first 
start, he won at his second attempt in the New 
Stakes, one of the most important 2-year-old fix- 
tures at Ascot. But at Goodwood he could only 
dead-heat for the Prince of Wales’ Stakes with a

OKAPI was a stakes winner at 2, 3, and 4, 
and placed in stakes at 5. In all, he won six 
stakes, placed in nine. His own racing ability 
(winning three stakes at 2 and winning con- 
sistently throughout his racing career) has 
been apparent in his sons and daughters 
which have come to hand quickly and have 
won each season on up to 7. 


On his sire’s side, Okapi’s ancestors in- 
clude Sweep, Ben Brush, Domino, Hanover 
and other great horses. Through his dam, 
he is a descendant of Hastings, Spendthrift, 
Bend Or, etc. Thus, through both breeding 
and performance, he has the background of 
a successful sire. Furthermore, his record in 
the stud bears out the good predictions made 
for him. 


FASTEST MILE of 1944 (1:35%) was run 
by Okana July 4 when this 38-year-old son 
of Okapi set a new track record at Long- 
acres in the Independence Day Handicap. 


KEWEY DEE, 2-year-old son of Okapi, 
won the Myles Standish Stakes this season, 
beating Paper Mill, Beldine, etc., with all 
horses carrying same weight. Kewey Dee 
also has won handily carrying top weight 
against competition of class. 


MORE THAN 300 races have been won by 
the get of Okapi. Thirty-five winners of 1944 
are his sons and daughters, including six 
winners at 2. A study of Okapi’s first crop 
shows the consistency of his get. A number

COUNT FLEET is universally regarded as one 
of the greatest race horses that ever graced the 
American turf. In the two seasons he raced, he 
won 16 of his 21 starts, was never unplaced, earn- 
ing $250,330. At two he started in 16 races, 10 of 
which he won, he was second in 4, third in 1—at 
the end of the season he ranked as the best of his 
age. His second season, as a three-year-old, was 
a succession of triumphs, he won all six of his 
starts without semblance of a defeat. 


COUNT FLEET at two established a_ world's 
record for a mile by a two-year-old, 1:3445. Among 
his victories were the Wakefield Stakes, the Cham- 
pagne Stakes, the Pimlico Futurity and the Wal- 
den Handicap. At three he won the Wood Memorial 
Stakes, the Kentucky Derby, the Preakness Stakes, 
the Withers Stakes and the Belmont Stakes. In the 
latter he established the race record for 11% miles, 

2:2815, winning by 25 lengths. 


COUNT FLEET is the only horse in history to 
win the Wood Memorial Stakes, the Kentucky 
Derby, the Preakness, the Withers and the Bel- 
mont. He compiled a sequence of ten victories, 
winning his last four races at two and all six 
of his starts at three. 


COUNT FLEET disclosed a quality during his 
racing career that set him on a plane higher than 
any thoroughbred of equal rank in that he con- 
sistently worked in time as fast as that in which 
he ran his races. “Work sheets’’ compiled on the 
majority of other great horses are almost in- 
variably slower than the time consumed in com- 
petition. 


COUNT FLEET’S sire line is an exceptionally 
strong one. His own sire Reigh Count has been 
prominent among America’s leading sires since his 
produce started to race. His female line is studded 
with the names of producers of the highest class.

filly called Stairway, which achieved no great 
fame on the Turf. In the autumn Hyperion was 
beaten eight lengths for the Boscawen Stakes at 
Newmarket by the speedy Manitoba, which later 
proved to be a non-stayer. Then, in heavy going, 
he won the 2-year-old classic, the Dewhurst 
Stakes, over seven furlongs. This stamped him 
as a prospective stayer. In the Free Handicap 
for 2-year-olds Hyperion was ranked fifth, seven 
pounds behind the flying grey filly Myrobella, des- 
tined later to become the dam of the crack Big 
Game. 

As a 3-year-old Hyperion was unbeaten, win- 
ning four races, including the Derby and St. 
Leger. His superiority over his competitors was 
so pronounced that the next horse to him in the 
Free Handicap was put nine pounds below Hy- 
perion. Thus, as with other sons of Gainsborough, 
his improvement from two to three was marked. 

As a 4-year-old his reputation was somewhat 
damaged by running third in the Ascot Gold Cup 
to Felicitation and the French Derby winner 
Thor. In his last race, Hyperion was just beaten 
in a two-horse race, carrying 142 pounds. It is 
somewhat peculiar that there has been very little 
publie discussion over the possibility that this big 
weight may have brought about the defeat of so 
small a colt as Hyperion, which measured only 
15 hands 1% inches when he won the Derby. 

Like Lexington, the champion sire of another 
generation, Hyperion has four white feet. It is to 
be hoped that these two horses, each the greatest 
sire of his time and country, will dispel the sense- 
less prejudice against this type of marking. 

Hyperion’s stock run well at two, but are even 
better at three. He seems to transmit the family 
stamina with a fair degree of regularity. Un- 
like his sire Gainsborough, his fillies are as good 
as, if not a shade better than, his colts. Since 
Hyperion’s stock first appeared in 1938, he has 
had five crops of 2-year-olds and four crops of 
3-year-olds included in the period under review. 
The fact that in this short period he has become 
the sire of 28 colts and fillies included in the first 
ten of the Free Handicaps stands out in bold 
relief and requires no comment. 

Doubtless American breeders will reach out for 
the blood of Hyperion whenever they can get it in 
satisfactory individuals. Already *HELIOPOLIs, a 
colt whose form was first-class in England, in- 
cluding a third in the Derby, seems launched on 
a promising stud career at Coldstream Stud. 

In California, *“ALIBHAI, a son of Hyperion and 
the grand mare Teresina, has sired some 2-year- 
old winners from a brief season made as a 3- 
year-old. This colt did not start but as all the 
other foals of his dam had good racing class, it 
was not too much to expect him to breed well. 

At the famous Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky., an- 
other good son of Hyperion is standing. This is 
*HyYPNOTIST II, son of the stakes-winning “Sir 
Gallahad III mare Flying Gal, which is also dam 
of the St. Leger winner *Boswell. *Hypnotist II 
ran once as a 2-year-old, beaten a neck for the 
Criterion Stakes, for which he started favorite at 
6 to 5. As a 3-year-old he won the Derby Trial 
Stakes at 1% miles and the King Edward VII 
Stakes at Ascot, over the same distance, and was 
second in the Great Yorkshire Stakes. As a 4- 
year-old he won his only start, the March Stakes, 
at 1%, miles, beating good horses. His able train- 
er, Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, considered *Hyp- 
notist Il a very good horse as a 4-year-old, and 
feels that he is deserving of a good opportunity.

SIVE has been retired at Calumet Farm and his

HIS HIGHNESS. This grey son of Hyperion 
and Moti Ranee, by Spion Kop out of the good 
filly Moti Mahal, by The Tetrarch, won the Pren- 
dergast Stakes and was second in the Gimcrack 
Stakes and Chesterfield Stakes as a 2-year-old. 
As a four-year-old he won the Empire Cup, seven 
furlongs, and Newmarket Handicap, one mile, and 
in Ireland he won the Irish Cambridgeshire, car- 
rying 147 pounds, from 16 others. His Highness 
now stands at the Fort Union Stud, Adare, Coun- 
ty Limerick, where Solario was bred and where 
Desmond made his stud career. 


CASANOVA. The son of Double Life, a grand 
race mare and also dam of Precipitation and the 
stayer Persian Gulf, ran *Heliopolis to a head in 
the Imperial Produce Stakes in his second start, 
and then won the 2-year-old classic, the Dewhurst 
Stakes, at seven furlongs. As a 3-year-old he 
seemed off color, but as a 4-year-old he won both 
his starts, each over the Derby distance of a mile 
and a half, and in each of them he defeated his 
2-year-old rival *Heliopolis. His trainer, Captain 
Boyd-Rochfort, is confident that he would have 
won the Ascot Gold Cup had the race been run 
that year. 

Casanova is a horse of great quality, perhaps a 
trifle taller than his sire, having great strength 
of body, and a very straight hind leg, which is 
not always found on the produce of Hyperion. 


ADMIRAL’S WALK. This colt, out of Taba- 
ris, by Roi Herode, did not win as a 2-year-old. 
Perhaps his best race was when he ran third, two 
lengths behind *Heliopolis and Casanova, in the 
Imperial Produce Stakes—all three colts were by 
Hyperion. As a 3-year-old he won the St. James’ 
Palace Stakes at Ascot and ran second in the Two 
Thousand Guineas. As a 4-year-old he was un- 
placed in both his starts. 

Admiral’s Walk was being syndicated for a 
very large sum as a stallion last February. I do 
not know whether the syndicate arrangements 
were successfully completed. However, it is clear- 
ly a sign of the times when a horse of such racing 
credentials becomes the subject of syndication in 
England. 


' STARDUST. This neat and trim son of Hy- 
perion and Sister Stella, by Friar Marcus, was 
bred at the National Stud in Eire, and was sold 
to Prince Aly Khan and the Aga Khan as a year- 
ling. As a 2-year-old he was awarded the Na- 
tional Breeders’ Produce Stakes on an objection 
to the actual winner, and was beaten a head by 
Tant Mieux in the New Stakes at Ascot and in 
the historic Gimerack Stakes. He was ranked 
second, one pound from the top of the 2-year-old 
Free Handicap. 

As a 38-year-old he was second for the Two 
Thousand Guineas and St. Leger, unplaced in the 
Derby, and was disqualified after winning the 
Champion Stakes. 

Clearly Stardust was one of the best of his 
year, and it is somewhat surprising that he should 
have gone to the stud at a fee of only 48 guineas, 
especially as his dam had bred other winners, in- 
cluding Ankaret, which had been a good mare, 
running second in the Oaks. 


SUN CASTLE. Little need be said about this 
colt, a son of Hyperion and Castle Gay, by 
Buchan. He showed high promise at two, and

HYACINTHUS. This colt is the son of a fa- 
mous Irish mare, Sweet Wall, which won 13 races 
in succession. He won the Middle Park Stakes 
as a 2-year-old. He is not eligible to the stud 
book, and hence his blood cannot be used by 
American breeders. 


OWEN TUDOR. Here is another son of Hy- 
perion out of a good race mare, Mary Tudor (II 
in England), which won the French One Thou- 
sand Guineas and was second in the French Oaks. 
He won his first start in a modest race, then ran 
unplaced, and in his last race as a 2-year-old ran 
second to City of Flint, a colt bought as a yearling 
by that genial master of the trainers’ profession, 
Atty Persse, for ten guineas. (How many people 
have beaten a future Derby winner with a ten- 
guinea yearling? I wonder.) 

As a 3-year-old Owen Tudor displayed a 
marked partiality for the course at Newmarket. 
All three of the races he won were contested 
there. One of these was the Derby. It is curious 
that the same horses he beat at Newmarket beat 
him decisively elsewhere. 

Owen Tudor had three races as a 4-year-old, 
of which he won two, including the Gold Cup. 

Any horse capable of winning the Derby and 
the Gold Cup automatically takes high rank. 
However, Owen Tudor’s form was by no means 
consistent, and it is not easy to classify him prop- 
erly. Asa stallion he has the advantage that his 
first two dams were both high-class race mares. 

Owen Tudor is a whole-colored brown, standing 
about 16:1, and is somewhat more angular than 
some of the other Hyperions.

ORTHODOX. As a 2-year-old this son of Hy- 
perion and Queen Christina, by Buchan, was twice 
third in moderate company but did not win. When 
three years of age he did better and won four 
races, including the St. James’ Palace Stakes and 
However, he was badly 
beaten in the Derby and St. Leger. In the Free 
Handicap he was placed fourth, seven pounds 
below Owen Tudor. 

Physically Orthodox is a somewhat ungainly 
colt, being markedly sickle in his hocks and long 
in his back. 


HYPERIDES. Here is a colt bred by Lord 
Rosebery, by Hyperion out of Priscilla, a stakes 
winner by Phalaris, running back to the well 
known Montem family which has done so well for 
Lord Rosebery’s father. Hyperides ran three 
times as a 2-year-old for one win and two thirds. 
His form was most accurately represented when 
third by two lengths to Big Game and Watling 
Street in the Champagne Stakes. His 3-year-old 
form can best be gauged by his second in the 
Derby to Watling Street and his third in the St.
